The Sheriff of Mecca is King Abdul 
Aziz Ibn Saud, to whom Great Britain 
paid £260,000 during the war to preserve 
his neutrality. She paid, well knowing 
that the payment was only an insurance 
which would lapse when she ceased to pay 
further premiums, Ibn Saud was only a 
desert chieftain then, and there was a 
friendly monarch in Mecca; but Ibn Saud 
had aspirations, and drove this guardian 
of Mecca out. Then he threatened Trans- 
Jordan, next Mesopotamia. British 
armoured cars were obliged to intervene 
to keep out his turbulent followers. Then 
came the Moslem Lent, and for a few 
weeks we have heard little of him.

QUANTITY, NOT QUALITY. 
But the, result of al] this is thet the good 
players get more widely distr uted, and that 
quentity, more than quality, is the fegture 
of the average entry of today. In other 
words, it is quite possible for a young player 
to Win the open singlés in a field of sixty ot 


one icta. In fact, he acquires & hebit of 
jogging along comfortably ain t opponents 
whiten he is neatly sure of beating, and of 
which he finds it difficult to breek himself 
when the necessity for going al! out against 
a French or an American “ Ace arises. 

Neither is it altogether fair to blame the 
organisers of tournaments for the state of 
affairs. The majority of the people who go 
in for open tournaments do so with a view 
not so much to improving their game as to 
having an enjoyable time. They compete in 
‘open’ events which they have hot the 
remotest chance of winning, purely for the 
fun of the thing ; while in the handicap events 
there is always a chance that, with the aid 
of their handicaps, they may pick up a prize. 

This means the achievement, at any rate, 
of something which is quite as gratifying 4s 
the acquisition of the prize itself. In fact, the 
safest way to “ run “” a tournament, speaking 
generally, is to rún it on the utilitarian prin- 
ciple of giving the greatest happiness to the 

atest number. 

Há in a season like that of 1927, the 
greatest number enjoy themselves. The 
aspiring young player enjoys himself, or her- 
self, after a fashion. They all exercise the 
Englishman’s privilege of grousing at the 
weather: at the fact that their unpunctual 
opponents have kept them waiting for 
é hours,” or that they have been “ put on - 
on three successive evenings “in the dark. 
They enjoy themselves all the same. 

But the young ones don’t get very much 
é forrarder.” They are, in fact, following a 
blind alley which leads to nowhere in par 
ticular. 


INABILITY TO HIT. 

The one thing that our young players of 
to-dav need is the ability to hit the ball good 
and hard—thereby causing the advérsary to 
hustle—and to hit it, moreover, in & manner 
which causes it to pitch within in¢hes—not 
feet—of the base-line. | 

It was the depth ot their shots, even more 
than their pace, which made the great Eng- 
lish players of the past so formidable that 
they would be able to hold their own, could 
they be resurrected, with the great French, 
American and Australian players of to-day. 

The drive which, however hard it is hit, 
pitches somewhere in the region of the ser- 
vice-line has its. uses—for instance, against a 
volleyer-—but for all-round purposes it is 
wholly inadequate. Similarly, a volley must 
be a shot with the force of a gun behind it, 
and not a mere pat which invites punishment. 
The first writer of a text-book on the game, 
Dr. James Dwight—an American, by the way 
—expressed the opinion that good volleying 
would always beat good base-line play. It is 
by no means certain that he was right. But 
he was, at any rate, right in saying that jf 
his first volley does not win the point ont- 
right for the ponerer it must improve his 
chance of winning the point off his opponent s 
next return. Otherwise he might just as 
well be “off the mat.” . 

It is quite a common thing nowadays to see 
a volleyer block the ball back tamely to the 
middle of the court, and then to hear him 
ejaculate '' Shot!' when his opponent makes 
the easy pass with which he has thus pre- 
sented him. Tournament tennis is certainly 
not teaching our young players how to 
volley. 

Then, again, we have recently had a revival 
of the théory that our young players do not 
thrive as they should, becanse they are con- 
demned to play most of their tournament 
tevnis on grass. Lawn tennis has been deco. 
rated with the ancient order of the G.C.M.G., 
which stands—in this particular connection— 
for ' Grass courts must go.” I do not pro- 
pose to deal now with this dictúm, which, 
as Mr. Pickwick once remarked on a memor- 
able occasion, “‘ comprisés in itself a ques- 
tion of no inconsiderahle magnitude.” —. 

At present [ am prepared to dismjss it with 
the simple but, I think, irrpfutable state- 
ment that our young players have had count- 
less opportunities for ' playing tournament 
tennis ov hard courts—the best hard courts 
that English enterprise has so far been ‘able 
to produce—and that the hard courts and the 
players between them bave not succeeded in 
delivering the goods. i 

The fact stares us in the face, and there is 
n> getting away from it. Tournament tennis 
has not ceased (to come back to my original 
siinile) to be the backbone of the game by 
réason of the surface upon which it is mainly 
played. 


PRACTISE! ; : 
The best way to improve ones game now- 


adays is by practice; but it must be prac 
tice of the right kind. Two people who 
get to work in a practice game with the sole 
object of winning it are not doing themselves 
very much good. If you want to beat the 
other fellow, or, being his inferior, to get as 
near to him as you can, you naturally employ 
your best strokes and try to avoid having to 
play your weaker ones; whereas the object 
of practice should be to eliminate weaknesses. 
This advice is by no means new; but it is: 
astonishing hew little it is acted upon. 

The text books say :—‘‘ If your backhand 
is weak, get a friend to drive to your hack- 
hand: if your smashing is poor, get him to 
dosé you with a succession of Jobs,” and so 
on. And when you have done this for some 
time, you chenge about.and give him the 
shots he wants to prectice. 

All this is excellent in theory but it lacks

CHARLOTTE BRONTE AND JANE 
. AUSTEN, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—Your distinguished correspondent 
“K,” in her interesting letter in Tuesday's 
issue, quotes some criticisms of Jane Austen’s 
work by contemporary authors, including two 
extracts from letters written by Charlotte 
Bronté to G. H. Lewes. She does not, how- 
ever, quote the more remarkable letter that 
Charlotte Bronté wrote on the same subject 
to her friend, W. 8. Williams, and, as, this 
letter reveals peculiarly the intensity and 
power of Charlotte Bronté’s mind, some 
passages from it not be without 
interest :— 
“I have likewise read one of Miss Austen’s 
works—‘ Emma ’—read it with interest and 
just the degree of admiration which Miss 
Austen herself would have thought sensible 
and suitable. Anything like warmth or 
enthusiasm—anything energetic, poignant, 
heartfelt—is utterly out of place in commend- 
ing these works. All such demonstration the 
authoress herself would have calmly 
scorned as outré and extravagant. She 
ruffles her reader by nothing vehement, dis- 
turbs him by nothing profound. The pas- 
sions are perfectly unknown to her; she 
rejects even a speaking acquaintance with 
that stormy sltarboed. Even to the feelings 
she vouchsafes no more than an occasional 
graceful but distant recognition—too frequent 
converse with them would ruffle the smooth 
elegance of her progress. Her business is not 
half so much with the human heart as with 


may 


the hwnan eyes, mouth, hands and feet. 
What sees keenly, speaks aptly, moves 
flexibly, it suits her to study; but what 


throbs fast and full, though hidden, what the 
blood rushes through, what is the i@seen 
seateof life and the sentient target of death— 
this Miss Austen ignores Jane Austen 
was a complete and most sensible lady; but 
a very incomplete and insensible (not sense- 
less) woman. If this is heresy, I cannot 
help it.”

caren penny am honoured by your 
invitation to address this meeting of the 
Dublin ‘hamber of Commerce. I come 
from the Parliament of the country to the 
Parliamejt of commerce.

business hen. The Finance Act, which 
coverns te incidence of taxation and the 
collectionjof revenue, is being considered 
by the Dal, and the estimates of national 
expendit are being scrutinised and 
debated. Perhaps, I could not do better, 
therefore, than devote the few remarks 


which | jropose to make in the main to 


financial patters. 

We hap now been running our own 
householdifor something like five years, 
and, in th light of the experience of those 
five yearswe should be able to survey the 
general fitancial situation with a reason- 
able degra of accuracy and detail. From 
the point pf view of revenue and expendi- 
ture, thel| years prior to 1924-25 were 
abnormal. Since that date normality has 
graduallyfbeen coming about. We have 
been passág away from war and post-war 
ionaition’ and the effects of the disturb- 
ing facto) which arose from those condi- 
tions are ecoming steadily less noticeable. 
The riú of violent fluctuations in 
prices, wares and. cost. ef living, is over; 
80, 100, the time when the yield of 
pevenue as advanced or retarded by 
abnormal tircumstances. 


STABLE BASIS REACHED. 


Consequmtly, our calculations can now 
be made wthout serious danger of disturb- 
ance Írom unseen or unexpected causes ; 
we can | pretty satisfied that any 
changes will be gradual and that the trend 
of change Will be readily discernible. In 
addition, are now in the position that 
we have nd undetermined liabilities hang- 
ig over ar heads. We know the total 
extent of mr commitments, and we have 
a sound bais upon which to estimate the 
result upoj taxation of any new com- 
mitments te may undertake. These are 
matters of tery great importance not alone 
in nationalifinance, but in business gener- 
ally, a they mean that a stable 


basis has lsen reached, that the investor 
can arrangéhis business with a reasonably 
accurate ppvision of his costs and his 
returns. 

Two intersting facts emerge from an 
examination of the expenditure accounts 
for the Jast four years. Take the issues 
from the etchequer as a basis of com- 
parison, kecause the appropriation 
accounts for{1927-28 are not yet available, 
the figures for expenditure on central 
fund and supply services show a decrease 
of £1857.00 since 1924-25. The figure 
for 1927-28 & £26,082.682. Some of this 
decrease is, ofcourse, attributable to reduc- 
tions in abnermal items, such as compen- 
sation charge, which wil] ultimately dis- 
appear. Butiit ise of importance to note 
that the decrease is entirely in the supply 
services, and [hat there has been a steady 
upward trend in Central Fund charges. 
The Central Tund expenditure in 1924-25 
was £2.007585, in 1927-26 it was 
£3,825,363, at increase of £828,000; the 
estimated figure for 1928-29 is £4,314.981. 
The increase winder this heading is mainly 
due to service pf debt. 


COST OF RUNNING THE STATE. 


If we allow for the figures for abnormal 
jiems which ate included in the expendi- 
ture figures wo find that the annual cost 
of running the State is in the neighbour- 
hood of £24,00,000. I think that we 
would be justifed in regarding this figure 
as likely’ to temain fairly constant for 
KOmMe time to come. In any event the 
downward trend will, be gradual,, unless 
we face up tothe abolition of some of the 
present services provided out of public 
funds. There will, no doubt, be savings, 
here and there, in administration from 
various econsmies which are being ex- 
plored, but a against these the charges 
for service of debt will show an upwa 
tendency whe provision has to be made 
for the interest and sinking fund upon 
the unissued halance of our contem pla ' 
loan of £15,000,000. In order to make 
reductions in taxation possible it will, 
therefore, be secessary to proceed very 
carefully in the matter of further bor- 
rowings, and, at the same time, to keep 
a watchful eye apon ordinary expenditure 
with a view to «effecting savings wherever 
possible,

It was claimed by a speaker in the

! renounce war amounted, in effect, to the 


declaration against all wars. put forward 
by Poland at the League Assembly in 
September Jast. M: Moewemherz, the 
speaker in question, who is a member of 
the Government bloc, was. discussing the 
statement made a day or two ago by M. 
Zaleski, the Foreign Minister. 

Referring to the fresh obstacles to peace 
constantly arising, he remarked that in- 
fluential groups in Germany were brutally 
raising the question of a revision of 
Poland's frontiers, or, in other words, the 
annexation of a part of Polish territory. 
Polish Pomerania was an integral part of 
the Polish State—Polish land that had 
been Polish for centuries. There was no 
Pole who, if necessary, would not defend 
this land to the last, and no Polish 
Government that would not fulfil its duty 
to defend the territorial integrity of the 
State. 


MORAL DISARMAMENT. 

Anyone who disputed Poland’s frontiers 
was evoking the imperialist spirit of war. 
Certain German polfticians were suggest- 
ing the idea of annexing these territories 
by pacific means, but this was like talking 
about extracting a man’s lungs. without 
using the knife. 

They regarded moral disarmament as a 
fundamental condition of any action 
against war, and respect for territorial! 
integrity as a necessary condition of moral 
disarmament... It must be expressly de- 
clared that territorial integrity cuaranteed 
by treaties could never be the subject of 
arbitratron. Any anti-war pact must 
clearly stipulate this.

LOWER TAXATION AND 
LAND REFORM, 


From Our Uwn (CORRESPONDENT. 
i WARSAW, Thursday. 

Pride in the achievements of the last 
ten years, and hope for the future, were 
the keynotes of a conversation I have had 
with August Zaleski, Folish Foreign 
Minister, in his palace at Warsaw. 

The country, which a few years ago was 
struggling in the depths of after-war 
poverty and inflation, has to-day become 
one of the soundest in Europe, with its 
peasantry happy, comfortable, and grow- 
ing rich. The happy condition’ is. due, 
M. Zaleski told me, largely to the wise 
measures of the Polish Government. 

Taxation 1s lower in Poland than in 
most of the surrounding countries, the 
Foreign Minister stated, and in districts 
formerly German and Austrian lower than 
before the war. 

In the former Russian districts it is a 
little higher, but the taxpayers are 
getting their money's worth in the form 
of better administration, where the big 
thing that has been done for the peasants 
is the consolidation of holdings by land 
reform. As a relic of old conditions many 
peasants held severa] scattered pieces of 
land which were difficult and uneconomic 
to work. ‘The Government appointed a 
commission which has carried out the ex- 
traordinarily difficult task of consolidating 
those holdings—difficult because the com- 
mission has no compulsory powers. 


BREAKING UP ESTATES. 

At first it was slow work, as the 
peasants were suspicious, but now they 
see how much their neighbours who have 
acted have benefited, and progress 1s 
much more rapid. The land reform con- 
sists in breaking up large estates: into 
small farms. The State has compulsory 
powers to acquire the big estates, but has 
not had to exercise them in any case 
because the landowners have been co- 
operating with good-will, selling all the 
land required at fair prices. The peasants 
then finance it, buying either for cash or 
on long term payments through the agri- 
cultural banks and co-operative credit 
associations, which are encouraged by the 
Government, i 

M. Zaleski realises, however, that pro- 
gress at home depends on peace abroad, 
and he has been -working very hard to 
establish. good relations with his neigh- 
bours. Poland has three points of fric- 
tion—Germany, Russia and Lithyania— 
but on all of these frontiers much pro- 
gress has been made. 

Poland and Germany are now engaged 
in the negotiation of a commercial treaty, 
but progress is ‘slow because of internal 
disagreement in Germany. What Poland 
wants is the admission to Germany at 
reasonable tariff rates of her agricultural 
produce. ‘In: return she offets similar 
rates to German manufactures entering 
Poland, 

The difficulty is that German agri- 
culturists are opposed to any concession 
to Polish agricultural imports, while the 
German industrialists are, anxious to 
secure cheap food for their workmen on 
the Polish market in return for German 
industrial products. 


RUSSIAN FRONTIER. 


The trouble on the Russian frontier is 
more a, ,question of. interna] Russian 
politics than of trade, although here, too, 
matters have improved in the last year 
or two and are more peaceful than any 
time since the war. An attack by Russia 
in order to distract attention from home 
troubles is not expected by Poland. 

The most troublesome question now is 
that of Lithuania, which has been in a 
state of formal war with Poland since 
the latter captured. Vilna from. the 
Bolsheviks and refused to give it up. A 
few months: ago the League of Nations 
tried to bring this affair to an end, but 
so far the attempt has been unsuccessful, 
although it bas resulted in a discussion 
of various phases which it is hoped will 
lead to a settlement 

A Lithuanian Commission arrived in 
Warsaw recently to’ discuss an economic 
transit agreement with the Polish Govern- 
ment.. “ We hope to secure an. agree- 
ment,’ M. Zaleski told me, “ and we are 
trying to spare Lithuanian amour propre 
as much as possible. We are not demand- 
ing from her any formal act of recognition 
of our possession of Vilna. All we are 
asking is the restoration of normal 
relations. 

“ At present there is no diréct com- 
munication between the two countries.

except the statement of the Public 


Accounts Committee. 
Theoretically, the first ninety minutes

three-and-a-half hours’ dreary debate.

EXTENSIVE PROGRAMME, 
From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Friday. 

A cross-country flight of two United 
States Army pursuit ‘planes, from the 
Panama Canal zone to Langley Field, 
Virginia, and return, has been authorised 
by the United States War Department in 
connection with the aerial gunnery 
matches, which started there to-day and 
will continue until June 10. The ’planes 
to be used are of the P W-9 type. 

The purpose of the flight is to investi- 
gate airway possibilities from the Canal 
zone to the United States, stimulate 
development of commercial aviation in 
Central America, test the reliability of 
the PW9 ‘planes on long flichts, and 
test the feasibility of transporting a 
pursuit unit from the United States to 
the Canal zone in an emergency. 

Permission has been obtained from the 
nations along the "plane route te fly over 
their territory. 

The first stretch will be one of two 
hundred miles, from France Field to 
David, in the Republic of Panama, thence 
three hundred and seventy-five miles to 
Managua, Nicaragua; three hundred and 
fifty miles to Guatemala City ; three hun- 
dred and fifty miles to . Minititlaw, 
Mexico; four hundred miles to Tampico, 
Mexico; two hundred and fifty miles to 
Brownsville, Texas, and thence over the 
regular Southern airways route, by way 


of Galveston, Montgomery and Fort 


Bragg, to Langley Field.

MAN DETAINED BY THE

EVIDENCE AT THE

BALLYCASTLE, Friday. 

This afternoon Dr. Hunter, Coroner for 
North Antrim, held an inquest on the bodies 
of Miss“Sarah Macaulay and Miss Maggie 
Macaulay, sisters, who were found shot dead 
in their house at Mullaghduff, near Armoy, 
County Antrim, on Thursday afternoon last. 

After the inquest William Symlie, a farm 
worker, wes detained by the ba. 

Distriet Inspector M'Neill, Ballymoney, re- 
presented the police authorities. With him 
was District Insvector Lewis, of the Detec- 
tive Division, Belfast. | 

At the outset the Coroner said that this 
was, very fortunately, an unusual case of its 
nature in that district. The jury’s duty was 
solely to find the cause of death. They were 
not trving anybody, but if anything came up 
involving anybody they would have so take 
it into consideration. 

BROTHER’S EVIDENCE. 

The first witness called was Mr. Andrew 
Macaulay, J.P. He said that on Thursday 
he and his brother left home at 8.50 a.m. to 
go to The Isies to do some fencing three- 
quarters of a mile from the house. John 
M ‘Gee and his nephew, William M‘Gee, were 
working with them. At about noon he saw 
his sister Sarah come over with some tea, 
She stopped about twenty-five minutes, and 
then left for home. That was the last time 
that he saw her alive. In consequence of a 
“message that he received from Williain 
Smylie, his servant man, at about 2.350 p.m., 
he and his brother Leslie went up to the 
house. John Magee came with them. Ser- 
reant Connolly was there. ‘The witness went 
into the house with the sergeant and found 
his eldest sister Maggie lying dead on her 
face in a pool of blood in the kitchen, His 
sister Sarah was lying on her back, and she, 
tuo, was dead, 

Continuing, Mr. Macauley said—My own 
un, which was kept on the rack in the 
chen, was touching both bodies. | found 
that from a cash box in a room upstairs three 
£10 notes and either one or two £5 notes 
had been taken. I also found that one pound 
in silver—six half-crowns and a five-shilling 
piece—had been taken out of the pocket of a 
pair of trousers of mine, which were in a 
cupboard, in which was also the cash box. 
The cash box was unlocked, and so was the 
cupboard. The door of this room was un- 
locked. My gold watch and chain were also 
missing. They were in the pocket of a waist- 
coat in the same cupboard. I found the cash 
box lying open on the top of a trunk. 
Margaret was aged about 48, and Sarah about 
43. Both were unmarried, and resided in the 
house with my brother and myself. 

District Inspector McNeill—I suppose that 
you never told anybody that you kept monev 
there? 

Witness—No. 

SERVANT WOMAN'S EVIDENCE. 

Kate Murdock, Armoy, who has: been in 
the employment of Mr. Andrew Macatley for 
the past month as a general farm worker, 
said that on Thursday she went to work 
“budding” potatoes behind the house.

him without exercising due care and 
humanity, contrary to Section 22 of the B 
Sessions Act, 1 
charges were preferred against the de- 
fendant’s two sons, John and Patrick 
Creamer, and James Roddy, who were 
present at the dishorning of the cattle. 
Mr. P. Canning, solicitor (Messrs. Kiernan 
and Company), defended. 

Guard Reilly gave evidence to the effect 
that when passing the defendant's residence 
he saw five head of cattle in the yard with- 
out horns. When he entered the yard and 
made inquiries, the defendant ordered him 
out, and refused to give him any informa- 
tion. The defendant demanded his name, 
and said that he was a trespasser, and that 
if he did not leave, he (the defendant) would 
set the dog on him. The witness asked 
Roddy if he had dishorned the cattle, but 
Creamer would not let him answer. Roddy 
subsequently told him that he was employed 
by Creamer to dishorn the cattle. 

"Mr. Rice—What was the condition of the 
cattle ? 

The Guard—The horns were sawn off from 
the base of the skull. 

Mr. Rice—Did you ever see the same opera- 
tion before? 

The Guard—No. Roddy told me he cut the 
horne off with a tenon §4w. Creamer'’s sons 
refused to give their ....mes. 

The Guard added that three days after the 
accident, when he was passing, Creamer 
apologised to him, and said that he was sorry 
for what he had done. 

Replying to Mr. Canning, the Guard said 
that the cattle were not concealed. He and 
Mr. Creamer were now the best of friends. 
He never saw eattle dishofned before, but he 
knew that a drug should be applied. 

AN. ahh PRACTICE. 

Mr. Canning said that there was really no 
defence to the summons, and Mr. Creamer 
took fuli responsibility. The dishorning of 
cattle in this fashion was an old practice in 
that district. For the last thirty years Mr. 
Creamer had dishorned the cattle in this way, 
and Mr. Roddy would tell how he cut off the 
horns with as little pain as possible. 


Mr. Rice—The same as a doctor would cut. 


a leg without an angsthetic. 

Mr. Canning said that all the farmers dis- 
horned the cattle in this way, and if the 
ruards called at his (Mr. Canning’s) little 
farm at Cornamount last year they would 
have found him committing the same offence 
as Mr. Creamer. 

Mr. Rice—When will you be performing the 
operation again? 

Mr. Canning—It will not occur again, as 
i have learned from the case to-day. Mr. 
Creamer is a County Councillor and a member 
of.the Leitrim County Board of Health. and 

large and influential farmer. He pleads 
guilty, and withdraws the remarks he made 
to the Guard. 

Mr. Rice said that if the prosecution was 
a deterrent to such offences in future and 
Mr. Creamer came into the box and promised 
that it would not occur again he would be 
satisfied.

CHAR-A-BANC IN COLLISION

SOME HANDICAPS.

RIGA, LATVIA, Friday. | 

Russian industry*has been operated at a 
loss since 1917, and evidently will continue 
so indefinitely ‘There is no sign of rélief in 
sight as*far as the ‘improvement of financial 
conditions is concerned. The Russian mujik 
has to continue to subsidise indystry, and 
pay the excessive: prices for manufactured 
commodities;. The reasons for existing con- 
ditions in Soviet industry are obvious, and 
may be .charactérised as follows ;— 

1, Impracticability of Communist theories 
in industry with politics. 

2. > centralised bureaucracy resulting 
from late ownership and control. 

ó: The inéfficient industrial organisation 
preventing the accumulation of capital. 

4. Thwarting the workers’ natural desire of 
self-expression in workmanship, suppressing 
their efforts, and preventing the stimulation 
of their energy and initiative by tle uniform 
wage system. i 

. The industrial re-organisation mania of 
Communists in responsible positions. 

The reports of the Soviet show that in 
1927 the total. capital of the Russian in- 
dustry—the buildings, machinery, equip- 
meut and other instruments of production 
amounted to about a” billion sterling at 1925- 
1926 prices. This répresents about 65 per 
cent. of the pre-war inventory. It must be 
borne in mind that myst of the machinery 
and equipment were installed before the war, 
and their usefulness is a great deal less than 
is presumed by the data compiied for the 
purposes of statistical value. The inventory 
clerks usualy guide themselves by the origi- 
nal cost, minus.depreciation during the time 
of operation. In some instances the value 
has been decided in accordance with esta- 
blished prices by the central organs. 

' CÓMPLICATION. 

Since the methods of valuation were com- 
paicated a great deal of machinery and equip. 
ment was inventoried appgximately. ex- 
perienced this myself at tHe time when the 
general inventory was taken in 1925. The 
inventoly men were not experienced in esti- 
mating the value of old machines, and they 
simply put down the figures as they believed 
right. Should the eauipment of Russian in- 
‘dustry undergo a careful inventory Jarge 
amounts would be deducted from the above 
figures. 

The quality and cost of materials have 
been of _ concern to the Soviet econo- 
mists and the Government, The problem is 
not only in poor quality, but the cost of 
material produced has been in many instances 
double that produced in other countries. 

Mechanics in every shop in Soviet Russia 
complain of the poor quality of steel and 
other materials they use. The defective 
materials reflect upon the high percentage of 
scrap which is charged to the production cost 
of the commodities. It seems that the diffi- 
culties are embedded in the process of steel 
alloy, and there is no capable man to manage 
the end of producticn. 

Not only the poor quality of materials, but 
also their scarcity, disorganises production. 
The entanglements imbedded in the system 
of distribution, and the red-tape connected 
with it, cause waste of labour and hinder the 
developmeng of the country, When we had a 
rush order to manufacture a scraper in one 
of the Kharkov machine shops, it was neces- 
ag A to’ purchase some parts in Odessa, some 
in Moscow, and the rest in Kharkov. 

_ WANT OF EQUIPMENT. 

Owing to the absence of certain necessary 
equipment in the Kharkov shops, we ordered 
some pas to be made in Moscow. After 
several weeks had elapsed we were notified 
that the necessary steel could not be found 
anywhere in Russia. Our rush order was ex- 
tended to several months to manufacture an 
ordinary. scraper that could be made in two 
weeks. Jt often happens that workers are 
hired to perform certain tasks, especially in 
construction work, and they are paid for 
idling while waiting for materials. The 
handling of orders and shipping is so com-
